"Exposure to bright sunlight over 


long periods of time severely tax- 
es the eyes. Headaches, red and 
tired eyes, as. well as intestinal 
disturbances, frequently result from 
continued exposure of the eyes to 
bright sunlight. A heavy strain is 
placed on the eyes by reflected sun- 
light from paved highways while 
driving, and reflected sunlight from 
the water while fishing frequent- 
ly causes headaches and stomach 
upsets. 


Colored Glasses 


"The eyes may be relieved of this 


strain by the use of black or smok- 
ed glasses. This type of glass is not 
dangerous when used temporarily 
and it can be removed later with- 
out causing harm to the vision.

Lower milk production and high- 


er milk prices mark the changes in 
'the Wisconsin dairy 
situation as 


compared with a year ago, accord- 
ing to.a. state and federal depart- 
ment of agriculture crop reporting 
service statement received at the 
office of R. C. Swanson, county ag- 
ricultural agent. 


According to reports from 'Wis- 


consin crop correspondents, milk 
production on Wisconsin farms on 
May 1 was about two'percent less 
than a year ago. This 
was due 


mostly to the decrease in the num- 
ber of milk cows per farm: Milk 
production per cow in herd was 
reported practically the same as a 
year ago. 


Wjth the cool, wet weather which 


prevailed in much of the state dur- 
ing April, most Wisconsin farmers 
were unable to pasture their cat- 
tle by the first of May. Less than 
one percent of the feed of milk 
cows was secured from pasture at 
the beginning of the month. Feed 
supplies are now about exhausted 
on many Wisconsin farms. 


Ration Costs Up 


The price of a standard dairy 


ration has risen rapidly during the 
winter months, and the feed-milk 
price relationship has become less 
favorable to the farmer although 
milk prices have been at a rela- 
tively high level throughout 
the 


winter months. With farmers in the 
state able to exchange 100 pounds 
of milk for only 78 pounds of a 
standard dairy ration last month 
compared with 123 pounds a year 
earlier, crop correspondents report 
that about 3.7 pounds of dairy ra- 
lion were fed per cow in their 
herds on May 1.

per hundred pounds higher as com- 
pared with the 
Wisconsin

^pricc for April of last year. Wiscon- 
sin farmers received an average

THE PRESIDENT AND THE 


SPECULATORS 


Every president lives in fear of scan- 


dal. 


And Mr. Roosevelt must have felt the 


approach of the slimy creature a few 
weeks ago when the suit by the govern- 
ment to dissolve the Aluminum company 
was aired. 


For indications point pretty strongly 


to a leak, the fact that news of the ap- 
proaching suit was whispered by trusted 
government officials who shouldn't whis- 
per. 


During the ten days before the suit 


was officially announced Aluminum Com- 
pany stock dropped about 27 points. Un- 
der the prevailing circumstances this in- 
dicated that government officials had eith- 
er told owners of the stock of the ap- 
proaching suit or had themselves sold the 
stock short with the expectation of an im- 
mediate drop in the price and the purpose 
of buying it in at a lower figure. Mr. 
Roosevelt took occasion at the time to 
issue a. warning to all employes of the 
government concerning speculation. He 
generalized but few doubted what he had 
in mind. 


Nevertheless his generalizations were 


all sound. He declared that a government 
employe had no business in speculation. 
He voiced the hope that heads of depart- 
ments would keep speculative tendencies 
of employes in mind so that promotions 
might be dealt out to those who did not 
have them. To complete his statement he 
spoke approval of the purchase of secur- 
ities by those who had funds and were 
looking for investments. 
/ 


The power of our government over 


prices, market values, day by day quota- 
tions, and all that, must have become 
evident to the people at the drop every- 
where—steel, copper, .farm products, etc. 
—as soon as the President himself voiced 
disapproval of rising" prices. 


So has the government farreaching 


control over stock" market prices, either 
by approval of the conduct of certain 
great organizations or the adoption of a 
hostile attitude toward them. 


It is evident, therefore, that govern- 


ment employes must not only keep secret 
contemplated action but have motives in 
their work that are always honorable. 
It is possible for a few government em- 
ployes to reap great fortunes by mere 
concerted action. 
If, for example, they 


deliberately designed action against the 
meat packers, and so announced, stocks 
of Armour, Swift, Cudahy and Wilson 
would immediately drop off. If the gov- 
ernment employes were to sell these 
stocks short on one day and announce their 
hostile action the next it is evident they 
could coin huge sums upon the maneuver. 
Nor is it so clear that such action has not 
sometimes taken place. 


Mr. Roosevelt is in an extra precarious 


position in this regard because of the 
great increase in government employes, 
which, when done in a hurry, is often 
done without a good understanding of 
the character of the men who enter the 
public service. 


The President has done his best insofar 


as advice is concerned lo ward off this 
sort of blight. Kis words were good and 
true But they arc as sound to the non- 
government employe as ihc one within the 
"charmed circle." For speculation 5s pure, 
gambling.

PAROLES HERE AND IN ILLINOIS 
Another Illinois parolee broke a rec- 


ord even for Illinois parolees. 


Within 24 hours of his release he had 


murdered one man and before his capture 
had brought the total up to three. His 
brief freedom over he raves and blusters, 
boasts and weeps, pleads and defies. The 
people have been led to believe that scien- 
tific tests would .quickly have revealed his 
unstable and hysterical nature. 


For several years 
now the nation, 


far from proud of parole board work in 
several states, has observed the particu- 
larly bad record in Illinois with a mixture 
of surprise and unbelief. 


Something is worse below our south- 


ern line than the decayed conditions in 
Denmark complained of in Hamlet's day. 
There is stupidity, indifference, negligence 
or corruption. 


Complaints may well come from Wis- 


consin and without egotism or gloating. 
Paroles of the Illinois order could not last 
here as they do there. Though possible 
in any state under the wrong sort of pa- 
role board public indignation elsewhere, 
and certainly in Wisconsin, would compel 
immediate correction. 


An example of the way Wisconsin acts 


was disclosed not long ago on the parole 
of Banker Rosenberg. The records were 
opened to sight and air and the conclu- 
sion that favoritism had existed became 
pronounced. 
The indignation of people 


made itself manifest. 
Public authorities 


started legal proceedings to invalidate the 
parole. The supreme court seemed happy 
when, in pawing over the records, it found 
a substantial flaw in the proceedings in 
that the Parole Board failed to give the 
required notice of petition for parole to 
the district attorney. 


The banker went back to prison. The 


Parole Board was jerked into a realiza- 
tion that Wisconsin will not tolerate fav- 
oritism to banker or other particular class 
of convicts. The people of the state re- 
laxed into their customary feeling of se- 
curity and confidence. 


Illinois apparently needs to learn that 


the parole of prisoners is an exceedingly 
solemn affair second only in importance 
to the pardoning power of the governor 
and the right of courts under some circum- 
stances to suspend sentence upon con- 
victed criminals.

No great harm was done 
South persisted with his long suii 
and landed the contract. 


West mentally tossed a coin for 


his opening lead and hit upon the 
eight of clubs. Declarer glanced 
cursorily at the dummy and con- 
cluded that the only way he could 
lose his contract was to find both 
the ace of diamonds and the ace of 
spades "off side." Absent mindedly 
playing the club jack on the first 
trick, thereby forcing himself to 
take the lead, he sent a heart to the 
ace and only when East showed out 
did he awaken to the fact that he 
now was in a bad fix. 


No matter where the diamond 


and spade aces were, how could be 
comfortably return to, his own hand 
for the vital heart finesse? The an- 
swer was that he couldn't. 


Desperate, he led a spade away 


from the king toward his jack, hop- 
ing that he could gain entry even- 
tually by ruffing a spade, and later 
would find the diamond ace on side 
so that he need concede only two 
spades and 
one 
diamond.

spade jack losing to West's queen, 
however, a diamond switch dashed 
this hope. Before declarer could 
get back to his hand for the heart 
finesse he had lost four tricks—two 
in diamonds and two in spades.

There has 
been a widespread belief that it 
was a sign of good fortune. 


If the spades of scientists had not 


turned up two buried cities some [ 


of writing, but scientists have had 
trouble 
in learning what they 


meant by the words they wrote. 


Perhaps 
the 
most interesting 


thing about the cities found in the 
Indus valley is that they contain 
objects with the outlines of swas- 
tikas on them. These images of the 
swastika must have been made at 
least 4.500 years ago—more than a 
thousand years before the Aryans 
or ("Indo-Europeans") invaded" In- 
dia. 


If the early brown-skinned peo- 


ple of India made swastikas from 
4.500 to 5,000 years ago, they may 
have been the inventors of the 
sign. They may have taught things 
about it to paople of other races. 


The good-fortune signs were used 


in many other countries during an- 
cient times. They were placed on 
clay dishes by th'e Greeks about 
4,000 years ago. 


The swastika was known 
to 


American Indians. It was used by 
Indians of Peru, also by tribes of 
Mexico and other parts of North 
America. We arc not sure how the 
Indians learned it. Possibly they 
brought the knowledge from north- 
ern Asia when they migrated long.

The city fathers anticipate a deficit of $6.000,000 for the coming year 


and a local income tax has been proposed. If that plan is adopted, those 
who aie privately employed in Washington or engaged in private business 
here but live in Maryland or Virginia, may be run over for the third time 
which would constitute a new record for this event. 


These individuals are now subject to the federal 


and state income taxes and the new district levy 
would permit them to put up a third wound stripe 
regardless of the fact that the triple tax might reduce 
their income below the1 normal level of eligibility 


The federal government, of cotirse, takfes first cut. 


as a matter of courtesy. The state of Maryland or 
Virginia, as the case may b&. then taxes their income, 
wherever earned, becatise they are residents of Mary- 
land or Virginia. The prdposed district income tax 
would then be imposed on the ground that their in- 
come was derived from Washington. 


If these taxes follow the accepted model for state
